Mr. Lansing was one of the found- 
ers of the American Society of Inter- 
national Law. He has associated for 
years with diplomatists at home and 
abroad, and is wel] liked by members 
of the diplomatic corps here. 

LIVED WITH FOSTER. 


For many years Mr. Lansing, who 
ie a man of considerable means, has 
lived here with his father-in-law, 
John W. Foster. Mrs. Lansing is one 
of the popular members af the off'- 
cial and diplomatic set. They have 
no children. 

Aside from his success as a lawyer 
and diplomatist, Mr. Lansing is 
known to his friends as a devoted and 
successful golfer and fisherman, 
something of a baseball fan, a skill- 
ful landscape painter, as well as a 


drafteman, and the possessor of a gift | 


of verse known to his friends, but not 
the general public. 

The appointment of Mr. Lansing as 
retary creates a vacancy in the of- 
fige of counselor of the State Depart- 
ment.

FIGHTING IN MOUNTAINS. 

ATLANTIC AND A. 

GENEVA, June 23.—(Via Paris.) 
Newepapers of the Canton of Grisons, 
Eastern Switeerland, give details ob- 
tained from Swiss soldiers and guides 
respecting the fighting at Stelvio Passe 
and the neighboring heights overlook- 
ing the Vallentine Valley.

The union labor carpenters 
grew weary of a starvation wage of $5.20 


and saws, and “struck.” 
thereby to embarrass if not to stop construc- 
tion on 4500 buildings then being erected. 

They succeeded, not in getting $5.60 a day, 
but In stopping work on the buildings and 
getting nothing. The building contractors 
of the city grew weary of being bulldozed 
by the trade unions. They got together and 
organized a sympathetic lockovt. They dis- 
charged 100,000 union painters, and plas- 
terers, and decorators, and lathers, and 
others of the allied 
building trades. They assigned as a reason 
for these proceedings that the work could 
not proceed to advantage without carpenters 
and they could not and would not stand the 
raise in wages which the carpenters de 
Neither would they incur the risk 
ttings, and beatings, and arsons, 
and dynamitings, which might follow 
employment of non-union men. 

The public suffered some inconvenience 
from the stoppage of work on the $65,000,000 
passenger station, and for a time work 
ceased on $25,000,000 worth of bufldings in 
Chicago. The capitalists backed up the 
building contractors by releasing them from 
the time cbligations of their contracts, and 
now that building is resumed in Chicago the 
principal sufferers by the strike are the 
strikers, for non-union workers are preferred, 
and the closed shop has passed into “in- 
nocuous desuetude.” 

The 8000 union labor carpenters in Chi- 
cago having chased themselves into idie- 
ness and pecuniary embarrassment, 
dragged 100,000 members of other building 
trades with them, the employees of the trac- 
tion companies next determined to bite off 
their own noses to spite their own faces, and 
they organized a strike, and tied up the 
street cars for several days, the principal 
result of which was to compel working peo- 
ple to walk miles every day to and from 
their residences, while their employers were 
able to patronize autos.

The Los Angéles Chamber of Com- 
merce tfully recalls to your at- 
tention the letter to you of the San 
Francisco Chamber of Commerce 
dated June 11, 1915, a copy of which 
is enclosed herewith, in reférence to 
the inevitable effect of the enforce- 
ment of the “Seaman's Bill” upon 
the trans tion service between 
the Pacific Coast and the Orient. 
This effect cannot fall to be the fur- 
ther reduction of American shipping 
on the Pacific Ocean. 

Aware of your deep personal inter- 
est in facilitating commerce of the 
United States with foreign countries. 
we earnestly direct your attentidn to 
the necessity of offsetting in some 
way the discouraging and diminish- 
ing effect which the “Seaman's Bill" 
must have on American shipping. 
While the existing war in Europe has, 
and will have, so long as it lasts, an/ 
unnatural stimulating effect upon 
American ocean transportation and 
commerce, our national plans must 
be laid upon & normal peace basis. 
Every strong maritime power bolsters 
its shipping by either subsidies or 
subventions of some sort, but the 
policy of the United States has been 
opposed to such shipping subsidies. 
This fact is sufficient to place Amer- 
ican shipping at a disadvantage with 
foreign shipping, and when to that is 
added the severe restrictions of the 
“Seaman's Bfil,” the obstacles to build- 
ing up an American are very 
great indeed. 

We observe with pleasure by press 
dispatches of this date, that various 
phases of thie serious subject are re- 
ceiving the attention of your depart- 
ment, and we earnestly urge that your 
best efforts and those of the admin- 
istration be given to some plan by 
which the obstacles herein recited may 
be overcome and an American mer- 
chant marine for foreign service be
